peeniH ,to become more exiiKwratori. Apparently forget- 
ling hin experience of nearly a year ago be linn again 
pulled the eoal miners out <»f the pits, crippled heavy 
metals production ami handicapped the country as a 
whole. 
There was a time when eoal miners were exploited, 
both as to wages and working conditions. Today working 
conditions have been improved and wages are comparable 
to other lines of labor. In this re»|w»ct John L. Lewis has 
done much for the men in the mines. 
This time neither wages nor working conditions are 
an issue. The issue is the operation of the pension plan, 
for which there is now thirty million dollars in the bank. 
Kara Van Horn, the operators’ representative says lyewis’ 
plan for the pension is unworkable. Lewis says every­ 
body is wrong but him. 
No one would have been hurt if the matter had been 
adjudicated in an orderly fashion, while the miners got 
out the badly needed coal. Some slight delays would have 
been occasioned but countless of thousands of workers in 
all lines would not have been handicapped. 
But John L. couldn’t have his own wav and the miners 
struck. Not a clear cut strike of course*but brought about 
under the tenuous reason that the miners are “ not willing 
or able to work,’’ a clause in their contract. 
It seems unlikely that .'180,000 coal miners would have 
suddenly come to such a decision within a few days unless 
that decision was pre-fabricated by someone higher up 
and the finger of accusation points squarely at John L. 
Lewis. 
Such irresponsible actions brought about the Tnft- 
Hartley Act. In the present mood of Congress this could 
easily bring about much harsher legislation. All because 
one man seems to be confusing himself with the Little 
Corsica^ (’yrporg I. 
we'are reminded of an epitaph on a far western min- 
ng town tombstone, “ He kept asking for it till he got it.” 


BFFXOnifOY DEFICIENCY 


Before the war, when prices weren’t so high, an ef­ 
ficiency expert estimated that it cost the government $100 
to answer one letter. That’s hard to believe, and it might 
be well to allow a margin for error. But it would be in­ 
teresting to know how much it actually does cost in J948. 
Not long ago Rep. Carl Steffan of Nebraska asked 
an appropriations committee investigator to trace the 
course of gne letter through the State Department. He 
picked one at random. It was from a steamship agency, 
enclosing a check for $100 for the air passage of one per­ 
son from Bucharest to Prague. 
That letter was handled 35 times in three buildings. 
Receipts, memoranda, copies, telegrams and letters—some 
in triplicate or quadruplicate—wTere made out. The let­ 
ter, the check and this flock of progeny went flying around 
like shuttlecocks through the Protective Services Division, 
the Public Services Branch, the Treasury, the Passport 
Division, the Special Deposit Unit, the Office of Coordina­ 
tion Review, the Communications and Records Division, 
and others. 
It passed into code rooms, mail rooms and into files. 
Communications were sent out. By now, a lot of material 
is quietly gathering dust in federal files. 
Part of the repeated handling this letter w as subjected 
to resulted, undoubtedly, from the sheer bigness of the 
job the government has to do. There is an optimum size 
for any kind of business, and most observers, though they 
may admit they do not know what should be done about 
it, think the federal government has long sin ce passed 
that optimum. But even oversize corporations seem to do 
better than that. 
It is to be hoped the government has kept the tele­ 
phone number of that prewar efficiency expert. It could 
use a little more efficiency.

Of Much Importance 
In the present state of world af 
fairs, this second consideration is 
of more Importance than appears 
upon the surface. 
Secretary of State Marshall can 
make a quick return by air. of 
course, should the international ; it- 
uation 
deteriorate 
to a 
degree 
making this necessary. 
Hut it is quite apparent th.it 
Marshall is planning to stay “lor 
the duration". 
And the United 
States could give no better proof 
that its over-all interests in the 
peace and prosperity of the world 
far transcend an Immediate prob­ 
lem such as Trieste, interrelated as 
the latter may be with Europe's en­ 
tire future. 
Wide Variety Of Topics 
The agenda of the Bogota con­ 
ference embraces a wide Variety 
of topics 
Officially most of them 
are political, economic and cul­ 
tural. 
But there will he no way of 
avoiding military discussions and 
probably no desire on the part of 
any delegates to avoid them. 
The defense status of the Pan­ 
ama canal, differences between Ar­ 
gentina and Chile on one hand and 
Britain on the other regarding Ant­ 
arctic claims and more localized 
frontier troubles are certain to be 
brought out into the open.

So frequently hMs America been called the land o f1 
opportunity the phrase hag become hackneyed, but none 
theless true. By the unsuccessful and disgruntled the claim 
has not been accepted. Increasing thousands, unwilling 
to fight their own economic battles, have turned to the 
government for support. 
A government turned paternalistic is responsible for 
much of this, it being a human frailty to always take the 
eaiier course. In spite of this recent tendency, and affirm­ 
ing the fact opportunity remains in America for all who 
will accept it, striking examples of business success are 
reported almost daily. 
Samuel Marcus came to this country 30 years ago. 
He was a middle-aged mechanic, without money. He found 
employment at his trade, eventually went into a small 
manufacturing business of his own. The other day he died.

GOOD WAY TO PUNISH A 
CHILD 
While in my teens 1 hoarded in 
a borne in which the mother of two 
boys, Iwo and four, was very gen­ 
tle. She spoke in quiet, tones. She 
had awfully good times with these 
boys (now grown, useful men wiih 
young families of their own>. 
Rut 
she was firm. She never repeated 
a command. 
I noticed that she used just one 
kind of punishm ent- assignment of 
the child to ait In a certain chair 
where she could see him doing 
nothing and without amusement. I 
noticed -that the youngster rarely 
cried while in the chair and never 
long, that he dreaded it and that 
the punishment was very effective. 
Adopted the Plan 
When, some years later, Mrs. 
Myers and I were looking forward 
to our first baby and talking over 
how- we would u'snage the young­ 
ster. I told her about the chair- 
sitting scheme of that mother. Mrs. 
Myers saw the merits of It and we 
adopted the plan as soon as our 
first child began to walk. 
Each of 
our children had valuable experi­ 
ence up to about 10 or 12. 
Each 
one is a parent now and uses the 
plan with good effect. 
There are 
nine grandchildren and another al­ 
most ready to be counted. 
I should add that Mrs. Myers 
Introduced an ttem which 1 did not 
observe to be used by that other 
mother. 
She set a definlt time 
limit varying with the child's age— 
10 minutes for the tot under two. 
15 minutes for the child three, and 
so on up to an hour for the child 
ten years old. 
The time to be served was always 
announced when the punishment 
was assigned. Very early she would 
place a clock where the child could 
see it. showing him where the long 
hand would be when he could get 
down. If she were busy in anoUier 
room the child would generously 
inform her when the hand had 
arrived. 
All our children learned 
thereby to tell time before they 
entered school. 
i 
Few Word« 
When the naughty child was sent 
to the chair or allowed to leave, the 
fewest possible words were used— 
no explana'ion, no exacting of 
promises. 
If. however, the young­ 
ster asked either of us a question 
or talked he was answered as if 
nothing unusual 
had 
happened 
provided it was not related to the 
misdeed or the punishment. There 
was practically no crying as the 
child soon discovered crying did 
no good. 
Mrs. Myers and I can recall no 
time when any one of the children 
e\er ventured to leave the chair 
before the time was up, except by 
special 
permission. 
Before 
the 
punishment was used with anv 
child that child had learned to re­ 
spect ’No' and not to venture do­ 
ing in our presence what he was 
very sure he shouldn’t (barring fin­ 
ger or thumb sueking and the like, 
which are not amenable to punish­ 
ment. 
Avoid Further Mischief 
The ohvious advantage of having 
the punished child sit where you 
can see him is to keep him from 
being tempted into further mis­ 
chief. 
Well-trained to profit from 
chair-sitting in your presence, for 
punishment, he will profit later 
from being sent, for punishment, to 
another room for a definite period. 
No use to try to use chair-sitting 
until you have established in the 
child respect for ‘No’ with finality

BELIEVE IT OR NOT 
There are good reason« to doubt 
the stories—evidently inspired by 
the Soviet government—that Rus­ 
sia has succeeded in produring 
the atomic bomb. In the fir'd place, 
it Is a Communist maxim that an 
untruth is perfectly justifiable to 
help the Cause. In the second 
place, if Russia really were mak­ 
ing atomic l>ombs she would keep 
the fact as a top military secret, 
because of the vital importance of 
surprise in any attack. In the third 
place, the Soviet’s attitude in in­ 
ternational affairs would be grow­ 
ing more belligerent, instead of 
more conciliatory, as indicated in 
Vishinskv’s recent interview and 
the efforts at compromise made on 
the “war-mongering” resolution be­ 
fore the United Nations Assemhlx. 
There always is the possibility 
that the Russians, with the aid ol' 
German prisoner technicians and 
scientists who labored to produce 
the bomb for Germany prior to 
their capture, could search out the 
secrets of atomic fission just as 
our own geniuses have done. But 
even a superficial knowledge of 
Russian psychology Is enough to 
inspire skepticism as to the truth 
of the re-current reports. 


In view of the juggling and mis­ 
direction of supplies to Europe 
under the lamented UNRRA. there 
is a general demand in Congress 
and 
elsewhere 
throughout 
the 
country, that some means be used 
to iniorm beneficiaries of further 
aid who their beneficiary is. it is 
no secret th?t Russia, and even 
Britain, took pains in 
certain 
areas to make the recipients of 
our aid believe that they and not 
us, were the donors.

Shafer (R* Mich., chairman 
of the group which called Harri­ 
man. declared that in view of re­ 
ports, he is launching a full-scale 
investigation of exports to the 
Russian family of nations. 
A comprehensive survey of lat­

that Russia is combating tighter 
export controls over many “war 
potentials" by switching her pur­ 
chasing pattern to other sariegic 
materials. 
Commerce department files show 
that exports to the Soviet averaged 
only four million 700 thousand dm- 
lara a month in 1939 but soared to 
a monthly average of twelve mil­ 
lion 400 thousand in 1947. fifteen 
million 300 thousand last Decem­ 
ber and seven million 500 thousand 
last January.

He call­ 
ed to them, "Children, have ye any 
meat?” or as we wouyld say, "Have 
you caught anything?" 
They an­ 
swered, No. 
"And He said unto them, Cast 
the net on JLhe right side of the 
ship, and ye shall find. 
They cast 
therefore and now they were not 
able to draw it for the multitude 
of fishes.’ 
John, the beloved disciple, fir.it 
recognized Jesus and said to Pe­ 
ter, “It is the Lord." 
When Si­ 
mon Peter heard this he threw 
himself into the sea, presumably to 
swim or wade ashore to meet the 
Master. 
The others came in the 
little ship dragging the net with the 
fishes. 
When they came to land they 
saw there was a fire on the beach 
and fish laid thereon, and bread. 
Jesus told them to bring the fish 
they had caught. 
Peter drew the 
net to land full of "great fishes”, 


153 of them, but even with so many 
the net had not broken. 
Jesus said to them. "Come and 
dine.” and none of the disciples 
dared ask Him, “Who art Thou? ’, 
knowing it was the Lord. 
Jesus took bread and gave it to 
them, and also fish. 
And this was 
the third time the Risen Lord had 
shewn Himself after His resurrec­ 
tion. 
At first thought it might seem 
strange that Jesus should address 
these men, many of whom were 
older than He, as "children", but 
it was a sweet, affectionate way 
of greeting those who had for so 
long been His constant companions. 
After these appearances of Jesus 
and after He had left them and 
gone to His Father, they preached 
His gospel everywhere, without 
fear and with great success. 
He 
had gone, but His spirit was with 
them, and they would one day 
share His glory. 
Whether death 
came to them by martyrdom or 
naturally, their future wras sure and 
they were not afraid. 
In his letter to the Colossians, 
Paul pleads with then) to look up 
to tilings above, not clown on things 
of the earth. “Tf ye then be risen 
with 
Christ, 
seek 
those 
things 
which are above, w here Christ sit- 
teth on the right hand of God.” 
Their reward would come 
lie 
wrote, for "When Christ, who is 
our life, shall appear, then shall ye 
also appear with Him in glory." 
This was the promise to these 
friends who were often in danger 
of thier lives merely by being 
known as followers of Christ. 
John, in his first epistle. aLo 
pleads with his fellow Christians 
in Colosse, a great city in the 
province of Asia, and he urges 
them to live in love with one an­ 
other while still on the earlh. 
"Beloved, tf God so loved us we 
ought to love one another. 
"No man hath seen God at any 
time. If we love one another. God 
dwelleth In us, and Ills love is per­ 
fected In us ” 
These early Christians, 
those 
who had known Jesus when He 
was on earth, and those who fol­ 
lowed shortly after, had the spirit 
of the Risen Lord in their hearts 
and in their lives. 
“Go thou, and 
do likewise!”

TREES AND SHRUBS CAN GO 
IN EARLY 
The planting of trees and shrubs 
may be started as soon as 
the 
ground can be worked. 
Hedges girdled by mice during 
winter imay be cut hack almost to 
the grouhd. 
If well fertilized thev 
will start to grow in a short time. 
Evergreen hedges, especially ar- 
borvitae, boxwood and yew. may 
be pruned just before new growlh 
starts, but amateurs should avoid 
removing 
any 
but 
last 
vear’s 
growth. 
Lilacs, among the first shrubs 
to «tart growth, should be set out 
early. 
Coniferous evergreens need to 
be pruned in early spring if that 
is necessary. 
Pinching back the 
short terminals of the side branch­ 
es is all that is needed on young 
Spruces, firs and pines. 
Newly 
planted 
trees, 
shrubs 
and vines will make new roots 
more readily in well areated soil 
j Thus, cultivation after planting, 
together 
with 
proper 
drainage 
promotes quick establishment. 
Another reminder for garden­ 
er1- 
Avoid 
deep 
cultivation 
of 
grafted trees and shrubs. 
Injury 
to roots of some of ihem may in­ 
duce production of \vi*d suckers. 


GRAFTING CAN SAVE GIRDLED 
FRUIT TREES 
Some of the fruit trees In Law­ 
rence county orchards which were 
girdled by mice or rabbits during 
1 the winter can be saved by bridge- 
grafting. 
Damage from mice has 
been reported severe where con­ 
trol measures were not used. 
Trees byond repair will have to 
be removed, 
including 
damaged 
apple and pear trees under three 
; inches in diameter 
Those over 
; three inches may be bridge-grafted 
' with fair promise of sutTess Cher­ 
ry, peach, plum and apricot trees 
cannot 
he 
successfully 
bridge- 
grafted. 
Regardless of the age of the 
tree«, the first step is to cover the 
injured area with liquid grafting 
wax or wound paints, or wrapping 
exposed spots with wax paper, 
burlap or other material*, to pro­ 
tect the injured portions from dry­ 
ing out. 
Bridge-grafting should be done 
two weeks before buds break in 
early spring. 
Damaged trees one 
to two yedrs old will force buds 
on the stem just below the injured 
spot 
if 
the 
trunk 
is 
severed 
promptly just under the injured 
area. 
The resultant shoot must 
come above the original graft else 
a chance seedling will result. Cleft- 
grafting 
may

around three inches in diameter.

of Philadelphia said today that

The business renew oi thi F e d ­ 
eral Reserve declared:

foreign demand for American steel 
is not likely to continue indefin­ 
itely. 
‘‘The 
German 
steel 
industry, 
which is now operating at a very 
low rate of only 20 per ceqt capac­ 
ity. should return to some sem­ 
blance of normal output some time. 
When that occurs it will relieve 
the demand upon our steel indus­ 
try. 
“Furthermore, the Latin-Amer- 
ican countries that are buying so 
heavily from us now are not likely 
to continue 
buying 
at 
present 
rates." 
The F R B’s bulletin contended 
that steel capacity is “being in­ 
creased about as fast as we can af­ 
ford to do so now.” 
Cost Is Prohibitive 
“To some steel manufacturers, 
the 
present 
cost 
of 
expanding 
capacity is apparently prohibitive." 
the business review added. 
“To e\pand steel capacity at a 
faster rate now is going to cost 
everybody something in the way 
of delayed delivery of products 
made out of steel.” 
The Federal Reserve said the 
steel industry "cannot avoid ab­ 
sorbing all the shocks of sycbeal 
fluctuations in business." 
The F R B warned that "steel, 
of all 
industries, should 
guard 
against

fast.” 
"We should keep in mind,

bank said, "the need for stability 
as well as growth.”
